CIA chief forecasts 
‘vicious oil struggle’

WASHINGTON. April 2d - Declining 
world oil production during the l9S0s will 
likely produce a "vicious struggle" among 
nations for the scarce resources and could set 
the stage for an East-West competition for 
Mideast oil. America's top intelligence offi- 
cial has told Congress. 

In testimony marked with sobering impli- 
cations regarding the availability of oil for the 
United States. Central Intelligence Ageno, 
Director Stansfield Turner forecast that 
“world oil production is probably at or near 
its peak and will decline throughout the next 
decade." 

“ Neither efforts to find more oil or to pro- 
vide fuel substitutes can compensate for the 
shortfalls during the next IIJ years.*' Turner 
somberly testified before the Senate Energy 
and Natural Resources Committee. "Politi- 
cally. the cardinal issue then becomes." 
Turner said "how vicious the struggle for 
energy supplies will become." 

Whiie Turner attributed the declining pro- 
duction to both the exhaustion of accessible 
oil deposits and a revamping of oil production 
policies by national governments, he said the 
"key factor" in the CIA's assessment of the 


energy scene is the crossover of the Soviet 
Union from an oil exporter to an oil importer. 

Turner said Soviet production will prob- 
ably peak this year at less than 12 million 
barrels a day and then begin falling. And in 
what he labeled a "conservative estimate", 
the CIA chief said by 1985 the Soviets will 
need to import l million barrels of oil a day. 

This entrance of the Soviet Union into the 
free world's competition for oil. Turner fore- 
cast. will not only further squeeze oil supplies 
available to the U.S.. but also "entails major 
security risks." 

While the CIA director projected that the 
Soviets will attempt to obtained through bar- 
ter deals, sometimes involving arms, he did 
not rule out the Soviets using more foreceful 
actions — ranging from covert subversion to 
military action. 

Saying that a combination of political and 
military factors in the region make a "signif- 
icant serious disruption" in Gulf oil supplies 
to the West a "probability." Turner, how- 
ever. under persistent questioning would not 
quantify the chances for such a supply disrup- 
tion. 

In the tension-filled period of the 1980s 
said Turner. " All the obstacles to securing a 
stable flow of oil from the Gulf will be mag- 
nified." 


SASIC, Exxon 


sign accord 


JUBATL. April 26 — Saudi Basic Indus- 
tries Corporation and Exxon Chemical 
Arabia signed the final joint venture agree- 
ment for SR3.6 billion low-density 
polyethylene plant Saturday. 

Dr. Ghazi Algosaibi. minister of industry 
and electricity as well as chairman of SABIC. 
and Abdulaziz A1 ZamiJ. SABIC vice chair- 
man. signed the agreement with Howard 
Kauffman, president of Exxon Corp.. and Ed 
Homer. President of Exxon Chemicals. 

In his speech. Algosaibi said. " It is time for 
those abroad who have made a career out of 
doubting our resolve and determination to 
execute our industries to take note that we 
are determined, with the help of God. to 
execute our industrial projects in accordance 
with the established plans. 

“It is rime for the producers of petrochemi- 
cals in the world to welcome Saudi Arabia as 
a new partner in this industrial activity which 
should not benefit one country on account of 
the others, but should benefit all mankind." 
(related story page 3). 
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“Our analysis can discern the warning 
signs." Turner said speaking of the disrupted 
alliance patterns in the Arab world following 
the establishing of diplomatic relations bet- 
ween Egypt and Israel and the strains on Gulf 
societies brought by the influx of oil wealth. 

Additionally, he said American relations 
with oil producing countries are strained by 
the nnn-rcsolution of the Palestinian prob- 
lem and their "diminishing confidence that 
we would stand up and support them.” __ 

But the exact “flash points." which could 
spell a major disruption in oil supplies from 
the Gulf. *■ will continue to be extremely hard 
to pinpoint." Turner told the committee. 

In summing up his prognosis, for the U.S. 
in the next decade of declining oil production. 
Turner saidall he could say with certainty was 
the 1980s will be filled with “shortages, 
uncertainty and risks." 

The CIA director’s pessimism and sober 
forecast for the availability of oil to the U.S. 
during the next decade brought criticism 
from several senators and strong dissent from 
oil-state Senators Ted Stevens ( Republican 
of Alaska) and Henry BeUmon (Republican 
of Oklahoma). 

•‘Why does the CIA downgrade U.S. 
potential to produce?” asked Stevens, who 
also chastized the Carter administration for 
not approving any new oil leases for Alaskan 
land. 

"You have totally dismissed that we 
(Alaska) might be another Saudi Arabia," he 
told Turner. But Turner would not deviate 
from his pessimistic analysis of oil availability 
during the 1980s saying that the chances of 
finding and producing large quantities before 
1 990 in any new areas are slim indeed." 

•• We can not reverse the magnitude of the 
consumption compared with the magnitude 
of discovery in the next decade. ” Tumor 
added. Senators also questioned Turner on 
the consequences for oil supplies from the 
Gulf if the U.S. takes military action — such 
as a blockade or mining — against Iran. 

The CIA chief said his agency has pro- 
duced an analysis of the probable reactions of 
Gulf oil producers to such U.S. actions, but 
he declined to discuss it in public session. 

The senators also pushed Turner on the 
United States lack of a decision on fitting its 
strategic reserves in light of Saudi Arabian 
Oil Minister. Zaki Yamaafs recent statement 
that the Kingdom will not produce extra oil to 
fill the American strategic reserves. 

While Turner agreed with several senators 
that filling the strategic reserves was “ highly 
desirable. " he said the U.S. had to” balance 
its interests against the impact of our decision 
on our relations with Saudi Arabia. " 


Arabs, OIC rap rescue bid 


Hostages 

dispersed;

explained 

TEHRAN, April 26 (Agencies) — Stu- 
dents holding the U.S. Embassy hostages said 
Saturday their hostages had been moved out 
of the occupied compound and dispersed 
throughout Iran following Friday s abortive 
mission by American commandos to free 
them. 

President Abolhassan Bani-Sadr con- 
firmed the students' report but denied the 
government has taken control of the hos- 
tages. 

President Carter called off the mission 
after some of the helicopters intended to 
ferry out the Americans broke down at a 
desert landing strip 250 miles from Tehran. 

U.S. Defense Secretary Harold Brown and 
other U.S. sources gave this account of the 
dramatic, doomed rescue mission: 

The American aircraft took off late Thurs- 
day from two points. Eight large CH-53 
helicopters, each capable of carrying 55 pas- 
sengers. lifted off the carrier USS Nimitz cruis- 
ing in the Northern Arabian Sea or Gulf of 
Oman. Six C-130 transport planes took off 
from an airfield near Cairo, Egypt. 

On the aircraft were 90 specially trained 
commandos and the air crews. The raiding 
team included members of all four major 
U.S. armed services. 

The rendezvous was on desolate moons- 
cape of the Dasbt-Eakavir Salt Desert near 
the town of Posht-e-Badam, where the 
helicopters were to refuel and fly on to 
Tehran. One unofficial report said the emire 
operation was directed from the air by -an 
airborne warning and control system plane — 
known as AWACS. 

One helicopter developed mechanical 
problems and landed in the desert, its crew 
being picked up by another chopper. Th^u 
second helicopter had difficulty and returned 
to the Nimitz. Finally, after six helicopters 
landed at the staging area, one experienced 
hydraulic problems. 

Because planners judged beforehand that 
six helicopters were the minimum for the mis- 
sion, the operation was aborted. 

At some point after landing at Posht-e- 
Badam. the raiders spotted a bus ou the road 
linking Yazd and Tabas/the two major towns 
on the desert' s edge. They stopped the bus. 
ordered the 50 passengers out and took them 
into custody. 

Tehran Radio quoted the passengers as 
saying the armed foreigners spoke excellent 
Farsi. Iran's main language. They struck the 
bus driver with a rifle but when he resisted, 
fired some shots in the air and herded the 
Iranians onto one of the airplanes, the Ira- 
nian report said. 

The passengers were quoted as saying one 
of the dozen or so aircraft in the area then 
suddenly exploded in flames. 

Brown said a CH- 1 30 and a helicopter had 
collided as the task force was trying to take 
off from the ate. The mission commanders 
then decided to abandon all the helicopters 
and evacuate in only the C-130s. 

The Iranian Army’s 92nd armored divi- 
sion, stationed in Khuzestan on the Gulf, is in 
a state of alert, radio Tehran reported Satur- 
day. 


TUNIS, April 26 (Agencies) — The Arab 
League said Saturday that the U.S. hostages 
rescue attempt threatened world peace and 
security in the Arab world. A statement 
issued by Chedli Klibi, secretary general of 
the League which groups virtually aO Arab 
countries except Egypt, called the U.S. oper- 
ation “ a grave shift" 

Coming amid U.N. efforts for a peaceful 
solution of the hostages crisis, the statement 
said, the operation raises “a risk of repercus- 
sions for world peace and for the vital security 
needs of the Arab region.” 

In Jeddah The Organization of the Islamic 
Conference denounced Saturday the abortive 
American military operation. In a statement 
to the press, OIC Secretary-General Habib 
Chntti said the American operation had an 
extremely adverse effect among Islamic cir- 
cles that could not conceal their anxiety 
toward the methods America has used to set- 
tle its 7 differences with Iran.

W ASHI NGTON. April 26 ( AP) — The 
Pentagon on Friday identified six air force 
and marine officers and non- 
commissioned officers killed in the 
attempted mission to rescue hostages in 
Iran.

In Aden, South Yemen’s President Ali 
Nasser Mohammad said the operation 
emphasised the danger that the U.S. military 
presence posed to the region's security ■ 

Syria described the bid as an invasion of 
Iran, while Lebanese papers said the stillborn 
operation called into question President Car- 
tel's reliability. In Tripoli, Libya called for 
the removal of the United Nations headquar- 
ters from New York because of the U.S. 
operation and demanded the explusion oi 
Egypt from the world body because Ameri- 
can invasion planes had taken off from U.S. 
military bases in Egypt... 

The official Iraqi News Agency (IN A) car- 
ried comments by a Kurdish newspaper in 
Baghdad describing the rescue bid as a theat- 
rical play. 

The Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) issued a statement condemning the 
action and dedaring solidarity with the Ira- 
nian revolution. 

State-run Damascus radio said: subver- 
sion. plotting and aggressive practices are 
characteristic of American policy. This is in 
addition to its violation of peoples' freedom, 
robbing their wealth and dominating them.” 

Egypt's opposition Unionist Progressive 
Party (UFP) leader Khaled Moheiddin told a 
press conference that "our party rejects the 
use of force against the sovereignty of any 
independent nation whatever are the justifi- 
cations." 

“ Ourparty opposes the holding of any hos- 
tages but at the same time wc condemn the 
use offeree to rescue them." he added. 

Egyptian Defease Minister Kama! Hassan

La Ankara, Turkish Foreign Minister 
Hayrettin Erkmen indicated Saturday his 
government is willing to mediate the U.S. 
Iranian conflict “We will be only honored 
and pleased if we are assigned to cany out a 
duty. ..designed to relieve Iran from this frust- 
ration and the United States from this desp- 
eration.” Erkmen said at a parliamentary 
debate on foreign policy. 

British Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher 
bailed Carter's handling of the abortive 
attempt while the Soviet Union and its allies 
heaped more criticism on what the Kremlin 
called Carter’s “ dangerous game. " 

In Lahore. Pakistan, about 1.000 students 
at Pakistan's Punjab University Saturday dis- 
rupted cJasses'and held a two-hour demonst- 
ration against the U.S. military mission. The 
students, led by the right-wing Jamiat-I- 
Talaba students’ movement which dominates 
student politics at Punjab University, toured 
lecture rooms calling on students to stop 
work and join the anti- American protest. 

In Paris 1 President Valery Giscard cfEsta- 
tng’s political party Saturday reacted in an 
understanding tone blaming the crisis on the 
Iranian students.

Soviet ships move through straits 


ISTANBUL, April 26 (AP) — Two 
Soviet minesweepers from the Black Sea 
fleet sailed through the Bosporus Straits 
Saturday euroute to the Mediterranean, 
Istanbul port sources reported. They iden- 
tified the vessels as Nadya class and num- 
bered 902 and 911. The vessels entered 
the Bosporus, the only oudet of the land- 


locked Black Sea, at 1200 GMT. 

The vessels are expected to sail into the 
Aegean Sea after crossing the Dardanelles 
Straits later in the day, they said. The 
Nadya class minesweepers, aboat 200-feet 
long, have 50 sailors and officers on board 
and are equipped with eight guns.

Oman welcomes closer ties with Aden 


MUSCAT. April 26 (SPA) — The gov- 
ernment of Oman said it would welcome 
closer understanding with the new leadership 
in South Yemen. 

Deputy Minister of Foreign Affairs Yusuf 
Al Alawi said his country is willing to con- 
tinue talks with the new government of Presi- 
dent Ali Nasser Muhammad for the sake "of 
peaceful coexistence.” 

There are no dipltimatic relations between 
the two neighboring countries because South 
Yemen has refrained from recognizing the 
government of Sultan Qaboos ibn Said of 
Oman and has encouraged rebels of the 
Popular Front for the Liberation of Oman to 
fight the regime. 

Kuwaiti Foreign Minister Sheikh Sabah A I 
Salem announced in Kuwait last month that 
the foreign ministers of South Yemen and 
Oman would meet to discuss outstanding 
problems between their two countries. 

The Associated Press reported from 
Kuwait that South Yemen’s presidency coun- 
cil elected Ali Nasser Muhammad Saturday 
as its chairman, completing the process of 
making him president of the republic replac- 
ing Abdul Fatah Ismail. 

Aden Radio, monitored in Kuwait, said 
Nasser also took the oath of office in front of 
the council. 

The executive committee of the Yemeni 
ruling Socialist Party bad appointed 
Muhammad provisional president Monday 
after the resignation of Ismail for what was 
officially termed as health reasons. 

Iirhis first policy statement. Muhammad, 
who retained his earlier post of prime minis- 
ter. declared that this government will con- 
tinue to strengthen its relations with the 
Soviet Union and East European countries. 

“On the basis of the treaty of friendship 
and cooperation between Yemen and the 


Soviet Union and Yemen and East Germany, 
we will continue to strengthen these fruitful 
ties of cooperation and will also strengthen 
relations with all countries of the socialist 
group ” the radio quoted Muhammad as say- 
ing.

UPM holds conference

DHAHRAN, April 26 — A three-day 
seminar on air-conditioning through solar 
energy opens here Sunday at the University 
of Petroleum and Minerals. Ten Saudi and 
American scientists will give lectures on the 
subject. 

More than 40 researchers from the King- 
dom. the United States and a number of 
developing countries will take part in the 
seminar, which comes under the sponsorship 
of the Saudi Arabian-United States Program 
for Cooperation in Solar Energy. Each gov- 
ernment is putting up $ 50 million over a 
five-year period that started in 1 977 to pro- 
mote solar energy research — and then make 
that research available to the world’s scien- 
tific community. 

SOLERAS intends to provide the experi- 
ence in solar applications that would move any 
solar technologies beyond the theoretical 
stage. 


The solar Energy Research Institute of 
Golden. Colorado, is the operating agent for 
SOLERAS and is responsible for overall 
technical and financial management. 

Although it is funded entirely by the U.S. 
Department of Energy, SERI is a private 
agency and part of the Mid- West Research 
Institute of Kansas City. 

SOLERAS awarded five contracts for the 
design and construction of cooling systems 
weighing between eight and 10 tons each. 
The awards went to the research departments 
of General Electric. Honeywell, United 
Technologies and Carrier Corporation of the 
United States. 

The institution budgeted $ 8 million for 
similar research into solar-powered cooling 
systems at Saudi universities. These projects 
will assist the development of solar research 
in the universities. 

Hie university research is done by the 
Saudi Arabian National Center for Science 
and Technology whose president Dr. Rida 
Obeid will open Sunday's seminar.

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SR3.6 biUion polyethylene plant 

S ABIC, Exxon sign joint venture pact 
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By Scott Pendleton 

JUBAIL. April 26 — The final joint ven- 
ture agreement for SR3.6 billion low-density 
polyethylene plant was signed Saturday by 
Exxon Chemical Arabia and Saudi Basic 
Industries Corporation. 

Dr. Gbaa Algosaibi, the Kingdom's minis- 
ter of industry and electricity as well as 
chairman of SABIC, and Abdulaziz A1 
Zand. SABrC vice chairman, signed the 
agreement with Howard Kauffman, presi- 
dent of Exxon Corp., and Ed Homer, presi- 
dent of Exxon Chemicals. 

The agreement makes no mention of a 
crude oil entitlement “ bonus” for Exxon’s 
participation. That will be dealt with in a 
separate agreement, Algosaibi said at a press 
conference after the ceremony. 

The signing of the agreement followed 
years of negotiations. But Homer said, “The 
rate of negotiation was natural and norma] 
for a project of this size." 

With the agreement concluded. Exxon will 
begin field work later this year. Kauffman 
said the site at the Jubail Industrial complex 
was ready for civil engineering work, and that 
the detailed planning for the project was 
underway. Next fall Exxon will open an office 
at the site, where Richard Tickler, of Exxon 
Chemicals, will act as on-site manager. 

When completed in 1984, the plant will 
produce 250.000 metric tons a year of plastic 
pellets. Exxon will be responsible for market- 
ing up to 90 per cent of the product. SABIC. 
which is developing a marketing department, 
will sell its share of production inside and 
outride the Kingdom. It be will able to take a 
laiger share of the product as its marketing 
capability increases. 

Homer said that feeding the plants product 
into Exxon’s marketing network is the most 
important part of the agreement. Exxon now 
manufactures one million tons a year of 
polyethylene, but expects to be producing 
two million a year by 1 985 through the addi- 
tion of plants in the United States and 
Canada. 

Demand for plastic is growing at six per 
cent a year, he said. Most of the production 
from the Saudex plant, as Exxon refers to it. 
will be marketed in the Middle East. Europe 
and the Asian Pacific. 

Transportation of the Plastic will be pre- 
dominantly by leased boat. Homer said. Ai 
Zamil added that die agreement prorides 
that Saudi carriers be given preference, pro- 
vided they are competitive. 

T rainin g is in progress for Saudis to man 
the plant. 
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Algosaibi said that the planf s staff of 350 
will be 30 per cent Saudis when it opens. But 
he added. “I think that estimate is conserva- 
tive. It was made two to three years ago. I 
wouldn’t be surprised if we started at 50 per 
cent.” 

Algosaibi said the question of where the 
plant would get its ethylene would be resol- 
ved in a few weeks. Originally, a separate 
petrochemical venture between Shell and 
SABIC was to be the supplier, but SheO has 
been postponing the agreement until it 
receives a definite crude ofl entitlement, cast- 
ing the venture into doubt. 

But Algosaibi said that Shell would sign 
within a month, and an official in Exxon said. 
"I don't think they have much choice. It’s 
going to get the point where they’ll have to 
sign or they’ll be left behind.” 

Neverthless, SABIC and Exxon have 
raised the possibility that they will have a 
cracker onsite to turn ethane into ethylene. 

The idea of having joint ventures existed 
from the very beginning. Foreign partners 
were to be brought in. The contributions they 
make to the projects as SABIC Vice- 
Chairman Abdul Aziz Alzanril pointed out 
some time ago. are "through the supply of 
technology management expertise and most 
importantly, by undertaking the responsibil- 
ity for marketing the products." 

Answering critics that the Saudi Arabian 
petrochemical plants would create a global 
glut and could threaten existing plants in the 
West Gosaibi said that Saudi Arabian pro- 
jects might only be a threat to the most ineffi-

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Egypt calls on Israel 
to freeze settlements 


CAIRO. April 26 (AP) — Egyptian 
negotiators preparing for noo-stop talks 
with Israel on Palestinian autonomy 
issued a four-point policy statement 
Saturday and called for a freeze on Jewish 
settlements. 

Egypt. Israel and the United States 
have agreed to make a final push for 
agreement on the nature of autonomy for 
the 1.5 million Palestinians in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip before tile May 26 
target date. 

The marathon negotiations, which grew 
out oF separate summits President Timmy 
Carter held with Israeli Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin and Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat, begin in the Israeli resort of 
Hcrzliya on Wednesday and shift later to 
Cairo. 

The statement was issued after a 90- 
minute meeting between Prime Minister 
Mustafa Khalil. Egypt’s top negotiator. 
Defense Minister Gen. Karaal Hassan Ali. 
State Minister for Foreign Affairs Butros 
Ghali and Undersecretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs Ossama El Baz. 


It outlined the Egyptian position as 
based on: 

— The intensification of the talks has to 
be accompanied by a political desire on all 
parties to achieve positive concrete results 
by the May 26 target date. 

— Achieving such results would indi- 
cate the negotiations were headed in the 
right direction, and would speed up aut- 
onomy and Palestinian partiriaption in the 
talks. 

— Egypt holds to the spirit and text of 
the Camp David accords, the basis of the 
peace agreement, and rejects any 
attempts to deviate from them. 

— The withdrawal of the Israeli military 
governor's office from the West Bank and 
Gaza, to be replaced by an elected Pales- 
tinian council with administrative . legisla- 
tive and judicial authorities. 

The Egyptian position also calls on 
Israel to dearly define its security needs, 
and hold up its settlement policy, two of 
th e main sti eking points in th e talks so far. 

Israel should freeze the construction of 
new settlements, the statement said.

Bomb wrecks * 
Iraqi News

April 26 (Agencies) — A bomb 
gutted the Beirut offices of the Iraqi News 
Agency (INA) Saturday and police reported 
four persons, all Lebanese, were hospital- 
ized.

A police spokesman said the blast set the 
agency's fourth and fifth floor offices at an 
eight-story building in Beirut’s fashionable 
Hamra Street ablaze. 

The spokesman said firemen battled for 
two hours to put out the blaze and rescue the 
trapped tenants of the three top floors. 

Furniture 

The agency’s overnight editor and three 
tenants were injured as the early morning 
blast left no piece of furniture or equipment 
in the agency offices intact, the spokesman 
added. 

The Iraqi Airways office, the Iraqi Com- 
merical Center and the Iran-Air office were 
bombed in the Lebanese capital two weeks 
ago. 

Both Iraq and Iran command considerable 
following among the Shiite Muslims who 
make up the largest single sect among Leba- 
non’s three million inhabitants.

At a press conference Thursday, Ruiz said 
she had run both the New York and Boston 
Marathons. “I don’t have to prove myself 
innocent because I know that I ran it,” she 
said. 

Boston Marathon officials and others ques- 
tioned Ruiz’ s first-place finish because of her 
relatively fresh appearance at die finish line, 
her lack of Marathon experience and the 
lack of verification — from either film or 
spectators — that she had run the entire 26 
miles.

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ABORTIVE RESCUE 

The fiasco of the attempted military rescue of the American 
hostages in Tehran will do grave damage to the reputations of 
the U.S. government and of President Carter himself. The 
incumbent is lucky that the presidential elections are still some 
way off: and that he still has a chance to live the incident down. 
His adversaries, of course, will try to keep it alive as long as 
possible, and will present it as a further instance of hjs prone- 
ness to disastrous errors of judgment. 

Carter 1 s adversaries will he encouraged by tire evident dis- 
array in the White House on how to handle the crisis in Iran, 
and the fear, justified as it turned out, of a haphazard slide 
toward a military solution. The failure of the present venture 
could aggravate both the disarray and drift toward war. Car- 
ter, smarting at the failure, and seeking to expunge it, might 
push for another, more drastic step. 

This would be the blockade against Iran's tirade, with ail the 
danger this entails for the stability of the Gulf as a whole, 
indeed, Iran's Foreign Minister Sadegh Ghotbzadeh has 
already said what if his country was blockaded, then it will 
make sure that no oil will flow from the Gulf. And while it is 
doubtful that Iran is capable of making real its threat, the 
uncertainty it creates will damage international finance and 
trade very badly. 

Even more worryingly, the Soviet Union seems to be 
increasingly drawn to the confrontation, taking Iran’s side 
more unambiguously, and offering it land access for its trade. 
The Soviets realize that to be seen helping Iran now will go 
some way toward mollifying Iranian feelings over the invasion 
of Afghanistan. To win Iran’s gratitude will also assure them 
of access to oil. 

The elements of an unlimited explosion are there. And they 
should be foremost in the minds of the White Houge planners 
as they ponder the next step. 

WAR IMMINENT ? 

The Arab world, especially that part of it in and around the 
Gulf, has a vital interest in preventing the American- Iranian 
crisis reaching the point of explosion. The Arabs have come to 
fear that they, innocent bystanders though they may be, will 
suffer as much those directly involved. 

The abortive American military attempt to release the hos- 
tages has underlined the gravity of the situation. War is now 
quite imminent. And the strategic and economic importance 
of the Gulf is such that it will be difficult to keep it within 
limits, even if the parties directly concerned wished to do so. 

The question to be asked is not regarding which side the 
Arabs should support, but what they ought to do to face up to 
the danger. The Arabs know that external interests have for 
some rime been casting covereous glances at the oil resources 
of the. Gulf, and that a war there would provide them with an 
opportunity to intervene to : *sccure the oil flow.” 

This danger has been emphasized by the Iranian threats to 
stop the flow of oil from the area as a whole, once the United 
Stares starts its blockade. There is also the disastrous possibil- 
ity that some Arab states might be lured into the conflict; 
something which will fragment the Arab stand and nullify its 
attempts at containing the situation. 

The reverberations of the Iranian revolution itself have not 
had time to die down. An American intervention would revive 
and multiply the tension in the area. In addition, the war for 
the hostages might easily serve the superpowers as a cover for 
a general scramble for the Gulf. 
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Carter fails to obtain ‘tough’ EEC stand on Iran

BRUSSELS - 

U.S. President Jimmy Carter's request for tough 
Common Market economic sanctions against Iran 
may have fallen victim to one of the community's 
age-old problems: How to make incisive decisions 
in a community of nine nations with varying inter- 
ests and goals. 

Carter asked the Common Market for a stringent 
and unified stand against Iran. What he got was 
unified, but it wasn't as tough as U.S. officials' had 
hoped. 

At a foreign ministers meeting in Luxembourg 
last Tuesday, the EEC announced a program of 
diplomatic sanctions and threatened to impose a 
ban on exports to Iran if “decisive progress" toward 
release of the hostages at the U.S. embassy in 
Tehran isn't achieved by May 17. 

The decisions fell short of Carter s request for a 
break in diplomatic relations and immediate sanc- 
tions. And even some of the measures announced 
are actions the individual members have already 
taken, notably an embargo on arms sales to Iran and 
a reduction in their diplomatic missions in Tehran. 

“We certainly hoped for something stronger, but 
Tmnot sure we expected it." said one U.S .diplomat 
who has followed Common Market politics for sev- 
eral years. 

According to accounts of Common Market dip- 
lomatic moves leading up to sanctions derisions, the 
community was faced with the problem of finding a 
compromise between two extremes. 

The West German government, eager to show 
full solidarity with the United States, wanted 
immediate sanctions and stronger diplomatic 
moves. At the other extreme. France preferred 
more symbolic gestures, basing its position on a 
belief that economic sanctions would have little 
impact on the Iranian government. 

If immediate actions were not forthcoming, the 
West German government wanted a firm date by 
which they would be applied if the hostages weren't 
released. France wanted no date specified. 

A West German spokesman, expressing exasper- 
ation with the French position, said wryly: “Why 
don’t we just offer to pray for the release of the 
hostages and leave it al that?” 

What emerged was a British compromise in die 
middle of both positions. The foreign ministers took 
diplomatic sanctions immediately — cutting 
embassy staffs, formalizing the arms embargo and 
requiring Iranian nationals to obtain visas before 
traveling in the Common Market 

A May 1 7 date for economic sanctions was set, 
but they cannot be triggered unless foreign minis- 
ters at a meeting in Naples on that date decide that 
“decisive progress" toward the hostage release has 
not been made. 


The ministers couldn't even agree on what “deci- 
sive progress" meant British Foreign Secretary 
Lord Carrington said he b ’lieved outright release of 
the hostages was required, but Italian Foreign 
Minister Emilio Colombo said he would be satisfied 
with a transfer of the hjstages to control of the 
Iranian government from the militants now holding 
them. 

Tn the end. Carrington said, "it will have to be a 
judgment of the Nine." 

National interests appeared to play a smaller role 
in the derision than did each country s view of how 
world politics should be conducted. 

West Germany and Italy have the most to lose by 
Iranian retaliation against the sanctions. About half 
of the community’s $2.83 billion in exports to Iran 
in the first 1 1 months of 1979 came from West 
Germany, and Italy has billions of dollars in loan 


payments due from Tehran. 

France, which exported about $360 million worth 
of goods to Iran in the same period, was said n > have 
based its reluctance to impose sanctions on the 
assumption the}* wouldn't work 

Why annoy Iran, the French reasoned, when it 
appeared that economic sanctions would onl> har- 
den the position of the Iranian government against 
the rest of the world. 

What appeared to be the ministers' primary goal 
was to achieve unity, even at the price of a strong 
derision. 

Unity in the community has been hard to come by 
in the recent months, notably because of the 
economic problems threatening to tear the fabric of 
Common Market policies. 

The Common Market has been unable to find a 
solution to Britain's complaint that it pays over $2 


billion more into the community budget this year 
than it receives in Common Market spending. If a 
solution isn't found. Britain says, it may withhold a 
large percentage of its payments into the budget 

For years, the Common Market has been devot- 
ing more than two- thirds of its expenditures to buy- 
ing and subsidizing farm production which pleases 
the community's eight million farmers. But it pre- 
vents the use of money for other programs like 
energy and help for poor regions in the Common 
Market which has a combined population of 260 
million. 

The nine FEC countries have bemoaned the farm 
problem but cant agree on ways of solving it. 

‘The decision on Iran may not be as strong as 
Carter would like, but at least it shows the nine can 
still agree on something." one community official 
said. lAP) i 


Ignoring experts’ advice on Iran

PROVIDENCE, R J. — 

Negotiations and dealings with Iran in die hos- 
tage crisis have been delicate and complex. Para- 
doxically, since the crisis began, in November, indi- 
viduals best equipped to deal with its intricades- 
American experts on Iran — have not been used 
effectively by the U.S. government. This delin- 
quency has aggravated the crisis. 

Before the crisis began, a regular consultative 
relationship had been established with a dozen or so 
experts who could be counted on to provide advice 
on day-to-day steering of American negotiations 
through the rocky Iranian political waters. Indeed, 
the U.S. was achieving progress toward normalizing 
relations with the government of Ayatollah Kho- 
meini. 

The admittance of the deposed Shah to the 
United States despite objections by these same 
experts — and, indeed, in direct contradiction of the 
advice of the charge cf affairs in Tehran, L. Bruce 
Laingen — marked the onset of a new phase in the 
government's use (rather, non-use) of experts’ 
advice. Consultation with specialists on Iran vtes 
severely reduced, and their few invited memoran- 
dums were largely ignored. This shift resulted in 
ongoing misinterpretations, misreadings and mis- 
takes in day-to-day dealings with Iranian officials. 

Persons with long experience and expertise in 
Iranian affairs have been desperately needed since 
the crisis began, not ‘only to provide background 
interpretations but also to be involved in the fine- 
grained detail of day-to-day commmncation with 
Iranian officials. Those officials would have wel- 


comed the intervention of academic experts, many 
of whose scholarly works are far better known to 
Iranian officials than to American politicians. 
Further, trained American experts, especially those 
who have a fluent command of Persian, can tell to 
an extraordinarily accurate degree when Iranians 
are bluffing or engaging in hyperbole. 

President Abolbassan Bani-sadr early on to his 
dealings with Washington expressed astonishment 
at American officials’ naivete about Iran’s internal 
politics. Naivete is hardly the word: The truth is that 
most of U.S. officials are totally unable to under- 
stand the hostage crisis in Iranian retber than 
American terms. Understanding of Iranian cultural 
logic in these affairs is not achieved by interning on 
the White House staff; it requires yeajs of direct 
experience living inclose quarters with die Iranian 
people until their ways of thinking and doing things 
are almost second nature. Tins point seems dearly 
to have been missed in the whirlwind of crisis poli- 
tics and seat- of- tiie-pants “negotiations.” 

As a case in point, the spectacle of Hamilton 
Jordan sneaking off to Paris for a clandestine meet- 
ing with Foreign Minister Sadegh Ghotbzadeh’ s old 
school drum, an exiled Argentine lawyer, would 
make even John Le Carre blanch at its wild impro- 
bability. The results spoke for themselves. 

American political conduct becomes “ curi onset 
and curiouser” .when experts on Iran In the employ 
of tiie government itself are consulted, for they too 
say that their analyses, messages and warnings sent 
to the Oval office have been ignored. Warnings 
* were given not jto ignore Iranian public opinion but 
rather to issue a statement of regret for past U.S. 


actions: not to rely too heavily on Bani-Sadr and 
not to expect the Revolutionary Council to go along 
with him on any significant policy changes; not to 
use pressure politics since they would be counter- 
productive. 

The experts wonder why they have bothered to 
develop expertise if the president's personal staff is 
going to conduct the most delicate aspects of Iran 
polity in their own ham-handed way. Of course, 
abstract theoretical knowledge and basic research 
into the workings of social and cultural institutions 

— the normal work of scholars in these special fields 

— are of value by themselves; but most experts 
were supported in their graduate training and sub- 
sequent employment through funds provided tty the 
National Defense Education Act. What was this act 
provided for if not to create a pool of expertise to be 
tapped in a crisis? 

Even now a bill before the Senate, the “Interna- 
tional Education Programs Act of 1980,” proposes 
extension and re-funding cf the Defense Education 
Act, decrying tire lack of experts in foreign-area 
studies and foreign languages. The bill derives from, 
a presidential commission report issued last 
November that concludes that although America 
needs many more experts in foreign-area studies, 
no government agency or business has worked out 
systematic methods for using them. 

Thus ro look at the hostage crisis and the degree 
to which U.S. experts are being underused is to be 
saddened. Americans want to develop more experts 
to deal with crises, but they dont know how to use 
profitably the ones they have. (NYT).

Mecca Governor Prince 
Majetfs opening of a seminar 
about Islamic education in Mecca 
Saturday was carried by Okaz on 
its front page. 

Al Af«fi na reported that the 
director of the Islamic Center in 


Washington has warned against 
the screening of Death qf a Prin - 
cess in the United States. 

Israel's denunciation of Euro- 
pean recognition of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization figured 
prominently inA/ Yom newspaper. 

Some newspaper editorials 
dealt with the U.N. Security 
CbunriT s resolution censuring 
Israel's attack on South Lebanon 
and the U.N. force stationed 
there. They said the resolution 
indicates that the Security Council 

now has become convinced that 
the United Nations will have to 
play a principal role to defend the 
legitimate rights of the peoples. 

The papers said in clear terms 
that Israefs Labor Party cannot be 
expected to adopt any different 
view or policy about the crisis.

Dissolve yeast in lukewarm water. When 
dissolved, add sugar and 2 ft C. floor to make 
a soft sponge. Beat thoroughly with a wooden 
spoon. Set aside to rise until double in bulk 
(about 30 minutes) , add remaining flour & 'A 
C. shortening to sponge and mix well. Turn 
onto a slightly greased board using remaining 
ft C. shortening and knead until smooth. 
Divide dough into 24 to 36 pieces depending 
cure size. Form into balls. Flatten one ball erf 
dough with the heel of the hand and filling in 
die center. Gather the edges together and 
seaL Lay Sio pao on square piece of wax 
paper (sealed side under) and set aside to rise 
for 20-30 minutes.

1 tsp. salt 
ft C. Water 

2 tsps. Sugar 
ft tsp. MSG 

6 hard cooked eggs, sliced (optional)

tender. Remove chicken from sauce and 
flake chicken.

Liberia declares martial law 


MONROVIA. April 26 ( AP) — Liberia's 
revolutionary gnvernraem has declared mar- 
tial law and suspended the country's 1 33- 
ycar-old constitution "until further notice." 

The decree, signed Friday by the new chief 
of state. Master Sergeant Samuel K. Doe. 
sought to legalize the military rule in effect 
since Doc and a group of enlisted men seized 
power on April 1 2. 

Justice .Minister Chea Chcapooiold a news 
conference that "all legislative and executive 
powers are vested in the people's Redemp- 
tion Council." a body of 1 7 enlisted men 
headed by Doe. 

Cheapoo read reporters a list of more than 
80 former officials, judges, army and police 
officers, administrators and relatives of the 
late President William Tolbert who arc con- 
sidered “inimical to the interests of the peo- 
ple” and are to face trial for treason, corrup- 
tion and violation of human rights. 

rhirtcen top officials were executed Tues- 


day. arousing a storm of protest abroad over 
the conditions under which they were tried 
and put to death. Cheapoo declined to indi- 
cate whether any of the more than 8d persons 
still to be interrogated by a military tribunal 
would be executed. 

Cheapoo said the directors and managers 
of state- owned corporations — including 
foreign nationals — would lx* placed under 
house arrest until the authorities have ver- 
ified their accounts. He did not identify the 
persons concerned and said he did not know, 
how many they were. 

At a separate news conference. Fcnnmnic 
Affairs Minister Togba .vlah- ripotehsaid the 
revnlu urinary government docs not intend to 
make any changes in Liberia's American- 
inspired private enterprise system "unless all 
parties concerned reach mutual agreement." 

Seeking to reassure American and other 
private investors whose assets in Liberian 
rubber, coffee and cocoa plantations, timber 


production and iron mining exceed SI billion. 
Cah-Hpolch said the Liberian economy 
would continue to be run "basically by the 
private sector.'* 


“ The government has no intention of mak- 
ing any changes in the economic structure at 
this time." he said. 


It would continue to encourage private 
foreign investment, retain the U.S. dollar as 
Liberia's national currency and maintain the 
"flag of convenience" registration of mer- 
chant ships that was given Liberia one nf the 
world’s largest merchant fleets while provid- 
ing a large pan of government revenue. 


At the same time, he said, the government 
intended to reduce rents. fo*xl prices and 
transportation costs while substantially rais- 
ing the income of government employees 
and trying to cut dow n unemployment, which 
he estimated at 5U per cent the labor force. 


Police attack demonstrators 


Nepal frees 100 political prisoners 


KATMANDU. April 26 (AP) — Prime 
Minis ter Surya Bahadur Thapa said Saturday 
that 1 00 political prisoners have been set free 
following the general amnesty granted by 
King Birendra a week ago in advance of the 
May 2 national referendum. 

There are a few extremists convicted on 
criminal charges still in detention. Thapa 
said. He did not give a number. 

“We do not have any more persons 
accused of political charges in jail. All the 1 00 
persons have already been released." he said. 

Talking to reporters, he described the law 
and order situation in the country as normal. 
Only in some places, he said, had “anti- social 
elements” tried to create disturbances, "tak- 
ing undue advantages." 

Thapa said the government would take 
“strong actions in such places, and the ques- 
tion c*f leniency does not arise in dealing with 
such elements." 

The referendum will dedde whether to 
continue the present partyless “Panchayat" 
system of government or to introduce a 
Western- style multiple party setup. 

Thapa said the government is making 
arrangements to hold the referendum 
"peacefully and impartially." and appealed 


to opposition leaders to "also restrain their 
workers" to insure a fair vote. 

He denied allegations made by the advo- 
cates of a multiple party system that the gov- 
ernment has been exerting pressure for vic- 
tory of the nonparty Panchayat ( Assembly) 
system. 

Asked what would be the outcome of the 
referendum. Thapa declined comment. But. 
"we will accept the people's verdict." he said. 

Replying to a question on how effective the 
referendum could be in a country uvre over 
80 per cent of the 7.2 million voters arc illit- 
erate. Thapa said the majority’ of Nepalese 
know what L best for their motherland. 

He said reported allegations that the gov- 
ernment might rig the referendum are "an 
absurd charge... unc ranees of the weak peo- 
ple who have no faith in themselves." 

According to one estimate, about 60 per 
cent of the 7.2 million voters arc expected to 
turn out. 

Krishna Prashad Bhattarai. president nf 
banned Nepali Congress party, predicted that 
advocates of multiparty system "will win the 
referendum" by about 70 per cent. 

Bhattarai said his assesment was based on 
the reports he received from his men in dif- 


ferent parts of the country. 

"If we win. a new era in Nepal will begin in 
which all the previous animosity and hatred 
will have no place." he said. 

Fifty persons were injured by police wield- 
ing cane sticks against demonstrators Friday 
at Janakpur. ah— o 160 kilometers south of 
here. 

Th e Nepal Tutu.* reported Saturday that all 
shops in Janakpur remained closed to protest 
the stonning of Bhadrakali Misbja. a leader 
of the Nepali Congress party , who returned 
home Thursday after spending 10 years in 
self-imposed exile in India. 

While the protesters, including many 
women, were passing through the town to 
protest the stone- throwing incident, police 
tried to break up demonstrators with cane 
sticks, the Times said. 

Meanwhile, a local airlines plane carrying 
Girija Prasad Knirala. general secretary of 
the Nepali Congress party, was forced to 
return to Katmandu from Okhaldhunga. 
about 160 kilometers cast of the Nepalese 
capital, by a group of local residents who sat 
down on the runway to block the plane's pas- 
sage. 


Kennedy favored over Carter in Michigan primary 


DETROIT. April 26 (R) — President 
Jimmy Carter's re-election campaign staff 
looked anxiously to Democratic party voters 
m Michigan Saturday for the first sign of any 
political damage from the failed attempt to 
rescue American hostages in Iran. 

Party officials are reluctant to say if the 
abortive rescue mission which cost eight 
American lives will result in any backlash 
against Carter in the state’s presidential cau- 
cuses to elect 141 delegates to the nominating 
convention in August. 

“If s still too early to say whether there will 
be any negative reaction." said Olivia 
Maynard, head of the Michigan Democratic 
committee. "We really don't know. But I 
don’t think it will be a major factor." 

Pollsters and party officials have predicted 
a dose race, with Senator Edward Kennedy- 
just slightly favored to gain his second 
straight victory over Carter after winning the 
cliff-hanger Pennsylvania primary on Tues- 
day. 

"The question is whether people will feel

sympathy and admiration for the president in 
at least trying to get the hostages out." 
observed one Democrat, " or whether they 
see as another Carter blunder in this unfortu- 
nate Iranian situation." 

The prednet caucuses will fall a long way 
short of a public referendum of Carter's 


handling of the Iranian crisis because only 
40.600 Democrats are entitled to vote nnt of 
a state of over five million voters. 

The first real test of public sentiment will 
come in primary elections in three states and 
the federal captial Washington on Mayo. But 
a significant defeat for Carter in Michigan 
would nevertheless be taken as a signal that 
he could be in political trouble. 

Reaction has been mixed from people on 
the street in Detroit. Michigan's largest city 
and car capital of the world. Some people 
praised the president for trying, while others 
said the rescue attempt was ill advised and 
iD-timed. 

Detroit's Mayor Coleman Young, who is 
one of Carter's strongest supporters, said he 
was sure the political consequences of success 
or failure were not the primary consideration 
of the president in ordering the mission. 

He said Americans should not lei it cause 
division because it would only encourage 
Iran's revolutionary leader Ayatollah Kho- 
meini "to Jerk us around some more." 


Colombia, leftists said resolving release plan details 


BOGOTA, April 26 (R) — Hie Colom- 
bian government and guerrillas holding 16 
diplomats hostage were Saturday believed to 
be working out final details of an agreement 
to end the two- month occupation of the 
Dominican Republic embassy here. 

The authorities declined to release details 
on talks Friday between government officials 
and the guerrillas, but an agreement 
appeared imminent after Cuba's ambassador 
to Bogota, Fernando Revelo, returned to the 
besieged building. 

"We’re keeping our fingers crossed." said 

a Colombian official, one of the half-dozen 


negotiators who entered the besieged build- 
ing four times over the past week of bargain- 
ing to draft a pact ending the two- month 
crisis. 

The "impulse (toward a solution) seems 
very strong." an American diplomat 
reported. 

The Cuban ambassador, said a settlement 
was "imminent." 

Rev.elo. who spoke to the guerrillas on 
Thursday, was quoted by a local newspaper 
Friday as saying that the guerrillas would be 
flown to Cuba with some of their hostages as 
soon as a definite agreement was reached. 


A government official said Friday that a 
solution could come at any moment, adding: 
"We cannot give details, for we have a 
responsibility to handle the situation cauti- 
ously, to let the discussions continue with the 
hope of a rapid and satisfactory solution." 

Guerrillas of the M-19 organization 
stormed the embassy on Feb. 27 and seized 
58 hostages. 42 of whom have been freed. 

The guerrillas demanded the release of 3 1 1 
prisoners and the payment of a $50- mil lion 
ransom, but the authorities refused on the 
grounds that this would violate the country's 
constitution.

KAMPALA. April 26 (AP) — More than 
200 Karamajong tribesmen were killed last 
week in northeastern Uganda during a 
three-day battle with cattle rustlers from 
neighboring Kenya, the official Uganda Times 
newspaper reported Friday. 

The newspaper said the invaders were 
Turkana tribesmen who used sophisticated 
weapons to overpower residents of Kaabong. 
about 390 kilometers northeast of Kampala. 

The invaders occupied part of the Kaabong 
district, the newspaper claimed. 

Legislator Peter Lokiru was quoted as say- 
ing raiders burnt houses and granaries during 
the battle, and that local authorities in the 
province were "helpless." He appealed for 
help to the central government " since foreign 
elements are involved." the report said. 

Critically wounded tribesmen were 


reported taken from Kaabonc t** a hospital 
elsewhere in the Kara ninja region, where 
drugs and medical personnel were in short 
supply. 

Hie raid report could not be immediately 
confirmed by independent sources.

SANTA CRUZ DE TENERIFE, Canary 
Islands, April 26 (R) — The grim search for 
bodies resumed at first light Saturday on the 
volcanic Tenerife hi Aside where 1 - a British 
airliner crashed Friday with the death of all 
146 people on board. 

The Dan Air Boeing 727 holiday charter 
smashed into a heavily wooded ridge while 
coming into land at Tenerife' s Los Rodeos 
Airport Rescuers early Saturday gave up 
hope of finding any survivors among the 
charred and mutilated bodies strewn around 
the accident area. 

As the rescuers resumed their task Satur- 
day, officials said only one body, that of a 

difld, had been recovered whole. Other dis- 
membered corpses, were being placed in 
plastic bags and taken to a funeral chapel.

British race relations tense 


LONDON. April 26 (AFP) — Racial rela- 
tions in Britain are not what they used to be. 
Dreams of a harmonious multiracial society, 
dear to postwar politicians, have left their 
place to the question; “What went wrong?” 
A series of incidents, carefully described as 
"minor,” culminated recently in violent 
riasfrps between West Indian youths and 
police in the western town of Bristol, leaving 
28, including 19 policemen, injured. 

Earlier demonstrations around London in 
Leeds and Bradford during a West Indian 
carnival, ail revealed the rising anxiety felt by 



Britain’s young generation white and col- 
ored. 

In 1 948, the Nationality Act. passed by a 
Labor government, gave all Commonwealth 
members British nationality. Problems began 
when streams of immigrants flocked to Bri- 
tain in search of a better life. Finally, in 1 962 
the government passed legislation giving 
“right of abode” in Britain only to those hav- 
ing work there or judged qualified to find 
employment. 

From 1 965 to 1 976 things grew steadily 
worse. On the one hand the country's colored 
population judged government anti-racial 
legislation insufficient, on the other, more 
and more whites began calling for strict 
immigration laws. 

Britain's 56 million population now 
indudes 900,000 colored residents, or 3.4 
per cent, with over 760,000 of these born in 
the country. 

It is this younger generation, bom and 
reared in Britain that bears the brunt of the 
problem: caught between a sodety which 
treats them, as outsiders and fa milies who 
criticize thejn for abandoning the values and 
culture of their ancestors.

Maldives forces still on coup alert 


MALE, Maldives, April 26 (R) — The 
Maldives government thwarted an opposi- 
tion coup in February and still has its forces 
on alert, according to the security chief on 
these Indian Ocean islands. 

Ilyas Ibrahim, deputy minister of public 
police, who administers the national security 
service, said in an interview there are fears 
that European terrorists working for Maldi- 
vian opposition facti*’— may still attempt a 
coup. 

The strategically importnt Maldives went 
onto national alert on Feb. 26 The security 
services received a tip that foreign mer- 
cenaries had started smuggling arms and 
would retain to stage a coup for internal fac- 
tions opposed to the government, he said. 
At least three internationally known “ter- 


rorists" recently visited this tiny republic of 
more than 1.000 islands, he said. Ibrahim 
said there was no reliable information to sug- 
gest who might be behind the plot. 

Former President Ibrahim Nasir, who now 
lives in Singapore, resigned in 1 978 after rul- 
ing die Maldives for 21 years, first as prime 
minister and then as president of this former 
British protectorate. 

A commission set up by the government of 
Preride nt Maumoon Gayoom accused him 
last year of misappropriating millions of dol- 
lars of government funds and some members 
of the people’s Majlis (parliament) have cal- 
led for his extradition. Gayoom said recently 
that given the modern day world of interna- 
tional terrorism, even his quiet country must 
be on its guard.

Assam pickets arrested 


GAUHATI, India. April 26 (R) — Hun- 
dreds of demonstrators were arrested Satur- 
day in India’s troubled North-Eastern Assam 
state on the fifth and last day of picketing of 
government offices, officials said. 

Pickets were arrested throughout the stale 
for violating a demonstrations ban, (hey said. 
Students leading a protest campaign, now in 
hs seventh month, called for the five-day 
action to back up their demands that migrant 
workers from Bangladesh. Nepal and West 
Bengal be expelled from the state. 

Students tried to extend the agitation to 
prevent jute and timber leaving Assam, and 
30 people were injured Friday when police 
baton-charged a crowd attempting to break 
into railway wagons, the Press Trust of India 
(PTI) reported. Crude oil had been stopped 


from leaving the state since December, first 
by pickets and now by sympathetic striking 
oil workers. 

Following the suspension of 100 slate offi- 
cials accused of sympathizing faith the pro- 
test, and the arrival in Assam of an official 
from New Delhi, a shake- up- was taking place 
of the Assam state administruton, official 
sources said. 

Three members uf the Central Reserve 
Police were killed Saturday when secessionist 
guerrillas attacked a police camp -in the 
north- eastern Manipur slate. PTI reported. 

One guerrilla was killed in the encounter 
near lmphal, PTI said. Maoist guerrillas, in 
their campaign to win independence for Man- 
ipur from India, have stepped up attacks on 
officials and security forces. 


U.S. to help Peking build 
four hydroelectric complexes 


PEKING, April 26 (LAI) — The United 
States and communist China have laid the 
groundwork for joint development of four 
dams and hydroelectric complexes in 
energy-poor China, one of them a huge pro- 
ject in the gorges of the Yangtze river that 
would be the largest ever built, in terms of 
generating capacity. An agreement signed 
here recently by China's ministry of electric 
power and S. David Freeman, chairman of 
the Tennessee valley authority, calls for 
American participation in the design and 
possibly in the construction of dams in 
Sichuan Province and the Guangxi Zhuang 
autonomous region, adjacent to Vietnam. 

The Chinese will send nearly 100 
engineers, hydropower specialists and con- 
servationists to the United States, for periods 
of up to a year, to study similar dams along 
the Colorado, Columbia, Mississippi and 
Tennessee rivers. 

The U.S. involvement comes just as the 
Chinese, chronically short of electricity, have 
begun to harness their great hydropower 
potential. Construction is already under way 
on power plants with a total capacity of 
14,000 megawatts, about 20 per cent of total 
U.S. hydropower capacity. 

“ The Chinese speak of pow er as the lifeb- 
lood of their modernization drive. ” Freeman 
said/' And hydropower is the most econom- 
ical and the cleanest way to meet the demand. 
Nothing in the entire modernization program 
has a higher priority because, as it stands, 
they have so little power that many factories 
operate only part time. ” 

Only dam-builders from the U.S. army 
corps of engineers and other U.S. govern- 
ment agencies will participate in the planning 
state of the Chinese dams, but. Freeman said, 
“ We hope these projects will eventually 
generate a lot of contracts for American bus- 
iness. We wouldn't be here otherwise. ” 

The pact did not carry a price tag, for the 
actual amount of American assistance on 
each of the four dams will be negotiated later. 
Freeman said that U.S. engineering com- 
panies, equipment supplies and builders of 
large turbine generators, some of which have 
already visited the dam sites, are most likely 
to land contracts. 

Freeman, leader of a 20-person official 
delegation that left here Monday after tour- 
ing dam sites in three river valleys, said Chin- 
ese engineers are technically proficient and 
added : 

“ There’s no question they’re capable of 
building anything they want to build. This is 
not an underdeveloped nation in terms of 
construction know-how. " 

But China is (fifident, be said, in the 
development and management of large-scale 
power systems that can extend tfie length of a 


river and involve planner* in everything from 
navigation problems to the relocation of peo- 
ple living along the river banks. 

“ They’re really looking to us mostly for 
help in 'management and systems analysis, 
and for advanced technology. ” he said. 

’■ They need to figure out where dams 
should be positioned, which should be built 
first, how to get the best value for their dollar. 

And they know the United States i-, experi- 
enced in making the most efficient use of 
every inch of its rivers. ” 

The Si no- American agreement calls for 
U.S. specialists to study alternative sites and 
designs for a 600- foot -high dam the Chinese 
expect to build inside the three gorges of the 
Yangtze, where the river rushes over a scries 
of cascades as it is pinched between sheer 
cliffs. The project would be " one of the most 
ambitious ever contemplated," Freeman 
said, with a capacity of 25.000 megawatts. It 
would generate three times as much power as 
Grand Coulee, the largest hydroelectric sta- 
tion in the United States, and twice as much 
as a complex on the Brazil- Paraguay border 
that is thought to be the largest in the world. 

But because the Chinese have ” strategic 
and logistical reservations” about investing 
so heavily in a single project, the government 
has not given its final approval. Freeman said. 
The Americans, w ho share some of the reser- 
vations, will explore whether it would be 
wiser instead to develop a scries of smaller 
dams on the Yangtze. 

The project could be faulted on environ- 
mental grounds, too, for it will flood the 
gorges, a scenic wonder often compared to 
the Grand Canyon. But Freeman said. 
“ We’re not here to play the Sierra Club. If 
the Chinese want to build a dam in the three 
gorges, that’s their business. " Dam-builders 
from the army Corps of Engineers are author- 
ized under the agreement to review the design 
and economic feasibility of a hydropower 
project on the Hongshui river in South 
China’s Guangxi region and offer on-site 
construction assistance if requested. Similar 
work will be done on a small river in southern 
Sichuan province :e by the Interior Depart- 
ment’s Water and Power Resources Service, 
formerly the bureau of reclamation. The 
army Corps of Engineers also plans a survey 
of the Yangtze River’s Estuary, off Shanghai. 

Freeman estimated that the vast network 
of rivers that crisscrosses China could even- 
tually yield 500.000 megawatts, more electr- 
icity than is generated by the entire American' 
power system. 

If the Chinese continue to add to their 
power output at the rate of 1 5 per cent annu- 
ally, as they have done in recent years, they 
could develop a capacity of 200,000 
megawatts by the end of the century, he said.

World inflation fight 
essential, leaders say

HAMBURG. Aprii 26 fR) — ■ The fight 
against inflKtimt nest r.nl be relaxed, even 
though the growth .»f the world economy is 
faltering. Snanda! loRdcrs declared Saturday 
at the er.d of ji veek *’f talks on the alarming 
rise of prices and unemployment in many 
countries. 

"The ■rt'rld economy now faces an 
extremely high inflation rate and huge pay- 
ments imbalances whidi arc threatening 
growth prospects and the survival of an open 
trade system." said Italian Finance Minister 
Filippo P^adoffi, ■■•ho chaired the meeting 
of the interim Committee, the main-policy- 
making body, of the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF). 

The tone of the meeting has been marked 
with IMF experts w aming against hopes of 
dramatic progress, acd with no new ideas 
emerging, apart from a much-debated plan to 
reform the world's monetary system which 
has me; with difficulties and -.rill take a long 
time to reach fruition. 

The plan is for a substitution account into 
which countries could invest surplus dollars 


or other currencies in return for holdings in 
the form of special drawing rights (SDR), the 
IMF s own unit of account. 

The aim of their efforts is to stop surpluses 
of currencies, especially dollars, being 
unloaded on to the foreign exchange markets 
and causing disruption. 

There are disagreements about how the 
account should be backed up and to what 
extent the United States would take risks in 
guaranteeing confidence in iL 

IMF Managing-Director Jacques de 
Larosiere told a press conference Saturday 
that finding back-up mechanisms is a prob- 
lem. Many countries felt that some of die 
IMFs gold reserves should be set aside to 
strengthen the account but this had not been 
finally agreed on. Neither had the question of 
commitment with the United States on other 
ways of backing it up. 

He stressed, however, that there is a wide 
range of agreement and work on the account 
would continue. 

Some ministers have said it will not be poss- 
ible to set up the account this year. 


Carter hit for low oil stocks 


WASHINGTON. April 26 (AP) — Mem- 
bers nf t*. House o? Representatives energy 
subcommittee sharply criticized President 
Jimmy Carter Friday for failing to build up 
U.S. oil stockpiles in the face of a worsening 
crisis in Iran and threats tc Mideast oil sup- 
plies. 

“The possibility of this nation going into a 
major shutoff of ( oil) supplies without a 
strategic petroleum reserve could be disastr- 
ous.” said Rep. John D. Dingel I .chairman of 
the House Commerce Energy and Power 
Subcommittee. 

Dingel T s concern, voiced only hours after 
Carter announced thatU.S. military men had 
failed in a bid to rescue the American hos- 
tages jjr.ld ?r ira” dnee -asi November, was 
ecfcced by Hc-ass Rep. Toby MoffetL 

“If in fact through banian madness we are 
plunged into a terrible, dramatic supply inter- 


ruption. is this administration going to stand 
there and take the responsibility for not hav- 
ing the strategic petroleum reserve?” asked 
MoffetL 

Energy Secretary Charles Duncan told the 
panel that the administration remained 
committeed to have an oil reserve, although 
he argued that now is not the time to resume 
buying oil. 

Duncan said the administration is waiting 
for a “ stabilizing’ ’ of the international oil 
markets and a change of other “economic 
conditions". But he refused to discuss publ- 
icly those other economic conditions. 


The Carter Administration hailed oil pur- 
chases for the strategic petroleum reserve 
during the Iranian revolution in the winter of 
1 978-79 and has indicated that it does not 
plan to resume buying oil until June 1981.

$72,000 embezzled, charge says 


TOKYO. April 26 (R) — A former presi- 
dent of Japan's International Telegram and 
Telephone Company (KDD) was indicted 
. Saturday on charges of embezzling nearly 18 
million yen ( S 72.000) the Tokyo Public Pro- 
secutors office said. 


In au indictment statement filed with the 
Tokyo District Court, the prosecutors office 
alleged that Manabu Itano. 69. had embez- 
zled about 10.7 million yen ($43,000) from 
the company's fund betw een 1 975 and 1 979. 


In addition it said he had taken home about 
7.2 million yen ($ 29.000.) worth of art arti- 
cles and expensive items bought by the com- 
pany. 


Itano. who could faoe up to 10 years in 
prison if convicted, resigned from the com- 
pany over an alleged smuggling case. 

Last October, a former chief of his office, 
Yoichi Sato, was accused of trying to bring 
into Japan about 33. million yen ($ 13,000) 
worth of foreign goods without dedaring, 
them to the customs. 

Sato was indicted last month on charges of 
embezzling and violating the customs and 
commodity tax acts. 

Two KDD employees have committed sui- 
cide this year after being questioned by police 
in connection with suspected irregularities 
involving the company , a monopoly of Japan’s 
overseas comm umca cions business.

‘Technical analysts’ influence buying 


NEW YORK; April 26 ( AP) - The sharp 
rise in stock prices of the past week brought 
new attention to a spetiaf and often con- 
troversial group of market watchers known as 
* Technical Analysts. " 

Two of their number — Joseph Granville, 
an investment adviser in Holly Hill. Fla. and 
Stanley Berge, a brokerage-house analyst in 
Providence. Rhode Island — recommended 
early in the week that their clients buy stocks. 

On Tuesday, the Dow Jones industrial 
average responded by jumping more than 30 
points, for its biggest one-day rise in almost a 
year and half. 

Technical Analysts stress charts, indicators 
and the behavior of the market itself in tiyixig 
to figure out what it might do next — rather 
than the “ fundamentals ” such as economic 
developments that might affect earnings of a 
given company or industry. 

Many analysts use a airabination of both 
approaches, but pure technicians and fun- 
damentalists usually have little regard for 
each other. The fundamentalists see cfaart- 
warchers as the Wall Street equivalent of 
alchemists or astrologers. The chart- 
watchers. for their park sneer at the perfor- 
mance records of fundamentalists. 

There was considerable disagreement over 
whether cither Berge or Granville actually 
“ caused ” Tuesday’s rally with their buy 
recommendations. 

** We don't turn the market areund.” said 
Berge. who works for the New Yark- cased 
firm of Tucker Anthony R.L. Day. ‘ We 
can' t do that. If neither of us had said any- 
thing at all. the market was going to go up 
Tuesday anyway. ** 

But since they both did speak out. Berge 
conceded in a telephone interview : The rally 
had considerably mere short-term force than 
it might otherwise have had, producing what 
he called an “over shoot". 


Normally, moves of this nature don’t last 
more than six to TO days. The impact was 
dear in the showing of eight stocks that 
Granville recommended Monday night On 
Tuesday, all of them posted sharp gains rang- 
ing fiom $ 1 .75 to $ 5.75 a share. 

For the week, the Dow Jones average of 30 
blue chips posted a 40. 1 8 gain to 803.58, for 
its best weekly showing in more than four 
years. 

The New York Stock Exchange Market 
value index was up 1.40 to 124931. 

Big Board volume averaged 36.50 million 
shares a day. 

In communications with those institutions. 
Beige says he uses some fundamental 
analysis — for example, what the Federal 
Reserve is doing — along with his basic tech- 
nical approach.

** I speak only to one audience, market 
followers. ” he says. “ Ether you follow the 
market or you don't. ” The two also differ in 
their view of where stock prices are headed 
beyond the past week's rally.

Silver crash inquiries jj 

U.S. Fed helped Hunt spree ; 


WASHINGTON, April 26 (AP) — U-S. 
Congressional investigations of the silver 
transactions of the Hunt brothers are widen- 
ing after reports that the chainnanof the U.S . 
Federal Reserve Board helped arrange an $ 
800 million credit line to help the two men. 

The chairman of the House Banking 
Co mmi ttee accused Federal Reserve Chair- 
man Paul A Volcker of violating the Fed's 
credit restraint policy by approving of the 
loan to Texas billionaires Nelson Bunker 
Hunt and William Hereof Hunt. 

Rep. Henry Reuss (D- Wisconsin) said he 
will hold hearings on Volcker’s action. He 
suggested Thursday that the ."Federal 
Reserve Board should consult his committee 
or the Senate Banking Committee before tak- 
ing any similar actions. 

In Europe Friday. Volcker denied helping 
to arrange a loan, although he said he had 
been “aware” of the request for funds. The 
Hunts needed die funds to make payments, 
called margin calls, after the price of silver 
dropped from about $ 50 per ounce in Janu- 
ary to $ 10.80 in March. The Hunts have been 
active in the silver market for years, and it 
was reported that they lost tens of millions of 
dollars in the silver fall. 

Meanwhile, subpoenas were served on the 
Hunts in Dallas, directing them to appear 
Tuesday before a House Government Opera- 
tions Subcommittee investigating the silver 
markets collapse last month. 

An. informed government source, who 
asked to remain anonymous, said Volcker 
becam4 involved after the Hunt’s regular 
bank could not meet their urgent request for 
money to meet debts stemming from their 
silver purchases. One source said that 
brokerage firm and bank representatives 
asked for Volcker’s approval of the loan in 
late March on the grounds that financial 
default might be in store if the Hunts could 
not make their payments. One government 
source, who asked not to be identified, said 


Volcker approved the line of credit to the 
Hunts because he was concerned chat some 
brokerage bouses and banks might be iu 
jeopardy.

Citibank cuts 
lending rate 


NEW YORK, April 26 (AP)_- Citibank, 
the second largest U.S. commercial bank, 
reduced its prime Tending rate -point Fri- 
day to 19%-per cent. 

In doing so. Citibank joined the majority of 
U.S. banks which moved last Friday to a J 9Vi 
per cent prime rate, largely in response to 
falling short-term rates in money markets 
and weakening loan demand. 

The prime is the rate b anks charge their 
best corporate customers and is a widely fol- 
lowed indicator of general interest rate 
trends. Most - businesses must pay a point or 
more above the prime .rate for their 
loans... consumer loan charges are. 'not 
directly linked to the prime. 

Chase Manhattan Bank, the U.S. third 
largest, and Wells Fargo Bank of San Fran- 
cisco, Nb. 1 1 , reduced their prime rates to 1 9 . 
per cent in separate moves, earlier this week. ■

Libya, Algeria and Gabon, as meir 
bers of the Organization of Petroleui 
Exporting Countries, and Egypt as an ind 
vidual ofl producer — to allow them prefc 
rential tariffs and facilities (such as sertli 
meat in focal currency rather than foreig 
exchange).

NEW YORK. April 2b ( AP) — Stock 
prices drifted indecisively in light trading Fri- 
day as Wall Struct waited to see what would 
come of the abortive attempt to rescue the 
U.S. hostages in Iran. 

The news also prompted a decline in the 
U.S. dollar and a jump in the price of gold. In 
the stock market the Dow Jones average of 
30 industrials was down a fraction of a point 
half an hour before the close. 

The dollar lost some ground against major 
overseas currencies in foreign-exchange trad- 
ing. while gold climbed to about S 550 an 
ounce in European markets, up about S 35 
from Thursday. 

Analysts described the atmosphere of the 
markets as cautious, but calm. Gold mining 
stocks were higher. Some defense issues also 
rose. 

The London stock exchange slumped Fri- 
day in reaction to the U.S- abortive attempt 
to free the Tehran hostages. 

Brokers said investors were unwilling lo 
enter the market in view of the crisis in the 
Middle East 

The one exception to the decline across the 
board was gold shares which lumped up 
sharply in the case nf bullinn. Gold and gold 
shares are the traditional place of refuge for 
worried investors.

It's not easy to make five 
diamonds, even if you look at 
all four hands. However, 
South made the contract 
seeing only the North-South 
hands, and furthermore the 
defenders could do nothing at 
all to stop him. 

West led the king of clubs. 
South saw at once that there 
was no way to avoid a heart 
loser and that the contract 
therefore depended on 
whether he lost one spade 
trick or two. 

Losing only one spade trick 
would have been easy had 
West held both missing 


honors, but South managed to 
hold himself to one spade loser 
even though the spade honors 
were divided. He ac- 
complished this difficult feat 
by a maneuver called a guard 
squeeze — a play that even- 
tually gained him the extra 
spade trick he needed. 

He won the dub lead with 
the ace and played the ace and 
another heart West took the 
second heart lead with the 
queen and played the queen of 
dubs, which South ruffed. 
After trumping a heart in 
dummy and a club in his band, 
declarer ruffed his last heart 
in dummy and drew two 
rounds of trumps, producing 
this position:

When declarer now led the 
jack of trumps. West amid not 
afford to part with the jade of 
clubs. Accordingly, be 
discarded a spade. South 
thereupon discarded the nine 
of dubs and played a low 
spade, covering West’s eight 
with dummy's ten. East took 
the ten with the queen and had 
to return a spade. South 
followed low and thus cap- 
hired the last two tricks with 
the AnJ of spades.

Digestive problems persist 



’s heart falters 


BELGRADE. April 26 ( AP) - Presided 
Josip Broz Tito's heart is getting weaker, his 
physicians announced Saturday, adding the 
Yugoslav leader was also having substantial 
digestive problems. 

In their daily advisory on Tito’s health, the 
panel of eight doctors said the president’s 
already faltering heart, which so far has with- 
stood all his other ailments, was again show- 
ing “signs of weakness." 

“In die past few days, there have been 
serious disturbances in the functioning of the 
digestive organs " the bulletin also said. “The 
general stale of health of the president 
remains exceptionally grave." 

The reference to the digestive organs 
probably means Tito has developed a serious 
bowel obstruction, outside doctors said. 


They said this could be set off by his current 
state of shock, the heart weakness or the seri- 
ous internal bleeding Tito is suffering — 
three of his dangerous ailments. 

Saturdays bulletin indicated that almost 
every one of Tito s organs is failing to func- 
tion properly. He is in a coma, he has severe 
damage to the liver, his kidneys have failed 
completely, and his stomach and intestines 
are bleeding, according to his doctors. 


In addition, his lungs are fighting off a 
severe attack of pneumonia, accompanied by 
high fever. 

“These guys should get the Nobel prize for 
medicine. Right now they must be perform- 
ing miracles to keep him alive." one Western 
doctor commented. 

He said that the doctors would now be 
likely to try even harder to save Tito from 
dying before May 1. a national holiday ip 
Yugoslavia. His 88th birthday is less than -a 
week later on May 7. 

The doctors had not mentioned Tito's 
digestive problems since early February- 
when they said that recovery was being 
slowed down following the Jan. 20 amputa- 
tion of his left leg. Saturday's bulletin made 
no mention of his other afflictions, merely 
saying there were “no significant changes" in 
the -function of other organs. 

Tito has been in intensive care for most of 
this year. He entered hospital on Jan. 13 and 
Saturday was his 105th day of treatment. 

The head of his panel of doctors. Dr. Bog- 
dan Brecelj. Friday told the local population 
of Ljubljana — where Tito is being treated — 
that the team would do "whatever is in the 
power of modern medicine" to keep him 
alive.

CANTON, April 26 (R) — China’s 
Communist Youth League has called on 
young people to learn some revolutionary 
songs to combat the influence of “unheal- 
thy capitalist music" being introduced 
from Hong Kong. 


A recent issue of the Nanfang Daily said 
the youth league's branch in Guangdong 
province here in the south of China had 
recently issued a directive ordering mem- 
bers to" fully learn the significance of sing- 
ing revolutionary songs,” and to leant at 
least a few by the beginning of May.

Giant reserves near Rockies 


‘Driller’s graveyard ’ attracting U.S. oil companies 


LEVANSTON, Wyoming, April 26 
(LAI) — “A driller’ s graveyard. ” U.S. oil 
men called it in disgust. The natural pools of 
petroleum that seeped from the ground in 
southwestern Wyoming oiled axles of the 
wagons that passed through the Rocky 
Mountains in the 1 800s. They also teased the 
oil industry into a drilling frenzy that ended in 
the 1960's only after more than 500 dry 
holes. 

The energy crisis and a nagging belief that 
the dark pools of petroleum had to portend 
something more, however, turned geologists’ 
eyes toward the overthrust belt once again 
1974. And today ofl men use adjectives like 
“ best” and '* greatest” to describe the oil 
and gas potential of the 40- mile- wide band 
that runs from Canada to Mexico, primarily 
under the eastern flank of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. 

Natural gas reserves of the belt are esti- 
mated at 52 trillion cubic feet, or 20 million 
more than the proven reserves of Mexico 
according to the Rocky Mountain Oil and 
Gas Association. Some analysts believe the 
figure is closer to 100 trillion cubic feet, or 
half of the proven reserves of the United 
States. Oil reserves are estimated at 10 tol 5 
billion barrels. 

In one year the United States consumes 6.6 
billion barrels of crude oil and 20 trillion 
cubic feet of natural gas. At that rate the 
overthrust belt’s total reserves represent 
nearly three years of energy supply. The oil 
alone could replace imports for five years. 

“The overthrust belt is one of the last bas- 
tions of great reserve potential.” says David 
Work, regional exploration manager for 
Standard Oil Co. of Indian’s drilling and 
exploration subsidiary, Amoco. "The risks 
are high, but the rewards are here for anyone 
willing to play." 

So far most of the exploration has been in a 
50-mile corridor that runs along the foothills 
of southwestern Wyoming and northern 
Utah. Last summer the United States 
Geological Survey estimated gas reserves of 
that so-called "productive fairway” at 6 tril- 
lion cubic feet and the oil reserves at 530 
million barrels. Since then, four more new ofl 
and gas discoveries have been made, and the 
USGS is revising those estimates. 

Geologists refer to the complex rock for- 
mations that confounded them for decades as 
"deformed." Layers of rock along the belt 
were forced on top of one another by crustal 
movements 135 million years ago sheets of 
rock curled, trapping oil and gas in their folds. 
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Drfltag fbroH 

“ The layers of rock are stacked up on one 
another like shingles on a roof,” explains 
Bruce Cheatham, exploration manager for 
the Denver region of Standard Oil Co. of 
California’s Chevron USA subsidiary. 

Most of the early wells drilled there 
exploded to about 5.000 feet — only half the

depth needed to strike oil in this region. But 
new seismology techniques now enable com- 
panies to estimate with far greater accuracy 
where new fields lie. That in turn enables 
them to risk seizable sums oo 12,000 foot 
wells that take up to a year to complete and 
cost about $ 8 million — a price companies 
are almost eager to pay because of the success 
rate. 

Generally only one in nine wildcat wells 
results in a commercially producing welL But 
in tile Rocky Mountain overthrust belt, 
nearly one in five is a success. 

The headquarters for this new oil boom is 
Evanston, Wyoming, an old Union Pacific 
rail town 80 miles east of Salt Lake Gty. In 
less than five years the population of Evans- 
ton has nearly doubled to about 8. 000, and its 
once- quiet streets are now filled with four- 
wheel-drive vehicles. 

The fairway that runs through Evanston 
contains 12 oil and gas fields marked on the 
surface only by an occasional weQ or rig that 
rises from the side of a foothill. 

The unobtrusiveness of the well sites belies 
the burgeoning exploration battle that was 
developed there between Amoco and Chev- 
ron. Industry observers describe the two 
companies as “ neck and neck ’’ in a race for 
the No. 1 position in the overthrust sweeps- 
takes. 

San Francisco-based Chevron, long 
dependent on foreign supplies of crude, has 
spent more than $ 350 million since 1 974 in 
its search for bountiful new supplies from the 
overthrust belt. Amoco, Chicago, has spent 
nearly the same amount, more than $ 320 
million, during the same period. 

The scorecard? Both companies H aim to 
own about one-third of the total reserves of 
oil and gas discovered to date. Chevron's 
geologists have brought in 32 wells that pro- 
duce about 7,500 barrels erf ofl a day and 35 
million cubic feet of natural gas. Amoco has 
30 operating wells that produce about 8.500 
barrels of oil a day and 35 million cubicfeet of 
natural gas. To date, the companies are just 
about even. The industry produces a total of 
23.000 barrels of oil a day and more than 70 
million cubic feet of gas a day from the over- 
thrust belt. 

Dozens of other companies have also 
invested millions in the overthrust play. For 
example, American Quasar. Fort Worth, 
Texas, made the first major discovery in 
1974. Union Pacific’s subsidiary, Los 
Angeles- based Champlin Petroleum Co., 
also is active in the fairway. 

Mineral rights and fine-tuned geographical 
data are the trump cards in the overthrust oil 
game. Amoco, the nation’s sixth-laigest oil 
company, first secured an enviable acreage 
position in 1969. when it acquired the min- 
eral leases to much of Union Pacific’s right- 


doubled its overthrust budget to more than S 
102 million in 1980. 

In the last four months alone. Amoco has 
announced three major discoveries. 
Recently, tests indicated that two previously 
discovered fields may be connected in a 
major natural gas field 20 miles long with 
reserves of more than 20 trillion cubic feet. If 
subsequent tests bear out these estimates, it 
will be the third largest natural gas field in the 
United States. 

Cal Standard, the nation’ s fourth largest oil 
company, holds mineral leases on 176,000 
acres in southwestern Wyoming and made its 
first major discovery at Rydcman Creek in 
1 976. (The company has also benefited from 
the Canadian portion of die overthrust belt, 
where recoverable reserves in the Alberta 
foothills are estimated at 1 0 trillion cubicfeet 
of natural gas and 300 million barrels of 03) . 

Chevron will complete 20 development 
wells on acreage with proven reserves and 
nine wildcat wells tins year. "The company 
has made a tremendous dollar commitment 
here,” says John Cameron, Chevron’s explo- 
ration director for the Denver region. Spend- 
ing on the overthrust belt will climb to SI80 
million in 1980. 

Industry sources say the region is only in 
die initial stages of exploration. They expect 
drilling to accelerate at an even faster pace 
after two sulfur- treatment plants and a gas 
pipeline are completed. 

Right now, about half the gas-well dis- 
coveries are shut off because the gas, which 
c on tai n s up to 20 per cent hydrogen sulfide, 
must be treated before it can be sold. (Sulfur 
pollutes the air and corrodes pipelines.) Both 
Amoco and Chevron expect to complete 
their planes by January 1982, at a total cost of 
more than $300 million. The plants will have 
a combined capacity to treat about 400 mfl- 
liou cubic feet of natural gas a day. 

The production of nonsulfurous gas has 
also ' been stymied for lack of a pipeline to 
carry it to customers. Most of the gas is now 
being reinjected into the wells. A group of 
companies led by Chicago-based People’s 
Energy Corp. plans to construct the so-called 
trailblazer pipeline to Nebraska. The pipeline 
will be finished in 1982, when a nitrogen 
plant that will enhance oil and gas recovery is 
also expected to be finished. 

Reinjecting gas into wells slows oil produc- 
tion considerably. As soon as die sulfur plants 
and pipeline are ready, therefore, cal produc- 
tion from the existing wells may double. 

Both Amooo and Chevron are guarded 
about disclosing where they will drill next. "If 
we feel we can get a six-month lead on some- 
one, we stay quiet,” says Work. Geologists 
suggest that a logical step would be to follow 
the fault lines to the north and south erf the 
productive fairway, but both com panies say 
they also plan midcat wells in other parts of 
the region.

CHICAGO. April 26 (AP) — An Indian 
teen-ager on an around- the- world bicycle 
tour had been told there were no thieves in 
America. Then his bicycle was stolen less 
than 24 hours after he arrived in Chicago.
